VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | After a year of 
stony silence, sniper suspect John Allen 
Muhammad spoke as his own lawyer 
Monday, denying any involvement in the 
sniper shootings in a rambling statement 
on the meaning of truth. 

“I know what happened. I know what 
didn’t happen,” Muhammad said in his 
opening statement. “They’re basing what 
they said about me on a theory. If we moni- 
tor [the evidence] step by step, it will all show 
I had nothing to do with these crimes.” 

Circuit Judge LeRoy R Millette Jr. granted 
a surprise motion from Muhammad earlier 
Monday asking to represent himself. 

It was not clear why Muhammad decid- 
ed to fire his lawyers, who will now serve as 
standby counsel. 


Muhammad spoke at length during 
his 20 -minute opening statement about 
the meaning of truth, saying at one point, 
“Jesus said, ‘Ye shall know the truth.’” He 
also said he hopes to be found innocent “by 
the grace of Allah.” 

“There’s three truths. The truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. I always 
thought there was just one truth,” he said. 

Muhammad asked the jury to pay close 
attention to the facts because “my life and 
my son’s life is on the line,” an apparent ref- 
erence to fellow sniper suspect Lee Boyd 
Malvo that he repeated several times Monday.

Suspect in 
Box Cutter 
Plot Charged 

Student says he hid banned 
items to expose seeurity flaws 

BALTIMORE | A college Student who said he 
hid box cutters and other banned items on 
two airliners as an “act of civil disobedience” 
to expose security weaknesses was charged 
with a federal crime Monday. 

Nathaniel Heatwole, 20, was charged 
with taking a dangerous weapon aboard 
an aircraft. He was released without bail 
for a preliminary hearing Nov. 10. 

He allegedly told federal agents he went 
through security at airports in Baltimore and 
Raleigh-Durham, N.C., and hid the items in 
the planes’ lavatories. 

Heatwole sent an e-mail to authorities in 
September saying he stashed the items aboard 
two specific Southwest Airlines flights. But 
the objects were not found until last week 
— five weeks later, (ap) More: See Page 3

Fire on New Jersey 
Ferry Forces Evacuations 

A fire on a New Jersey ferry forced 
the evacuation of eight passengers 
and four crew members Monday 
morning, but there were no inju- 
ries, the Coast Guard said. The 
ferry can carry about 300 passen- 
gers and was headed to Manhattan 
from South Amboy, N. J. The fire 
erupted in the ferry’s stacks, which 
are like the exhaust system for the 
engines.

PHOENIX 

Firefighter Pleads Guilty to 
Starting Massive Wildfire 

A part-time firefighter accused 
of trying to make work for him- 
self by starting what became the 
largest wildfire in Arizona history 
pleaded guilty in the case Monday. 
The fire Leonard Gregg started 
last year combined 
with another to 
form the Rodeo- 
Chediski wildfire, 
which destroyed 
hundreds of eastern 
Arizona homes and 
forced 30,000 peo- 
ple to evacuate as it burned 469,000 
acres of land. Gregg could face up 
to 10 years in prison when he is sen- 
tenced in January, (ap) 

DALLAS 

Man Commandeers Bus and 
Loses Control; 6 Injured 

A 34 -year- old man commandeered 
a city bus, claiming he was being 
pursued by gang members, then lost 
control of the vehicle and crashed 
into a yard, injuring himself and five 
others, authorities said. The bus nar- 
rowly missed a house Sunday, dam- 
aging a garage. 

The vehicle was heavily damaged 
and rescuers had to cut into it to 
free the man, said Morgan Lyons, 
a spokesman for Dallas Area Rapid 
Transit. Police said they expect to 
file robbery and assault charges 
against the man when his condi- 
tion improves. His name was not 
immediately released, (ap)

Box Cutters Not 
Found for 5 Weeks 


Security officials to 
revisit protocols for 
handling threats 

B A LT I M 0 R E | Authorities brought 
federal charges against 20 -year-old 
college student Nathaniel Heatwole 
on Monday for allegedly hiding box 
cutters on two Southwest Airlines 
planes — items that were not discov- 
ered until five weeks after they were 
hidden in the aircrafts’ rear lavato- 
ries, according to an FBI affidavit. 

The discovery of the items 
Thursday aboard planes that landed 
in New Orleans and Houston trig- 
gered stepped-up inspections of the 
entire U.S. commercial air fleet — 
roughly 7,000 planes. 

The charge against Heatwole, 
a junior at Guilford College in 
Greensboro, N.C., carries up to 10 
years in prison. 


According to an FBI affidavit, 
Heatwole’s signed e-mail “stat- 
ed that he was aware his actions 
were against the law and that he 
was aware of the potential conse- 
quences for his actions, and that his 
actions were an ‘act of civil disobe- 
dience with the aim 
of improving public 
safety for the air- 
traveling public.’” 

The TSA did 
not send the e-mail 
to the FBI until last 
Friday. 

Homeland Security Secretary 
Tom Ridge, whose department 
includes TSA, said officials “will 
go back and look at our proto- 
col” for handling such e-mails. 
The e-mail provided details ofwhere 
the plastic bags were hidden and 
even provided Heatwole’s name and 
telephone number, foster klug (ap)

Plaintiffs Accept $85M Church Deal 


More than 440 of the 
552 alleged victims 
agree to settlement 

BOSTON I The Boston Archdiocese’s 
record-breaking $85 million set- 
tlement with hundreds of alleged 
victims of child-molesting priests 
has won more than the 80 percent 
approval needed to take effect, a 
church lawyer said Monday. 

The archdiocese’s lawyer, 
Thomas Hannigan Jr., said he 
received signed agreements from 
more than 442 of the 552 plaintiffs. 

The 80 percent threshold 


was reached three days before 
Thursday’s deadline, set in 
September when the archdiocese 
agreed to the settlement. 

Now, each victim will tell his 
or her story to a mediator, who 
will decide the amount the per- 
son will receive, within the range 
of $80,000 to $300,000 set by the 
agreement. That process is set to 
begin Tuesday. Alexa MacPherson, 
28, said she signed the agreement 
to get on with her life. 

“This will be something that 
will always be with me, but I don’t 
want it to run my life any longer,” 
she said. 


Those who opt not to sign the 
agreement are planning to take 
their cases to trial. 

The archdiocese has been at 
the center of a national scandal 
for nearly two years following the 
release of church documents reveal- 
ing that archdiocese leaders shuf- 
fled abusive priests from parish to 
parish instead of removing them. 

The settlement was reached less 
than two months after Archbishop 
Sean O’Malley took over as leader of 
the nation’s fourth-largest diocese. 
His predecessor Cardinal Bernard 
Law resigned as archbishop over 
the scandal, demise lavioe (ap) 


Court to Consider 
Use of Lengthy 
Prison Sentences 

WASHINGTON | While the Bush 
administration complains judg- 
es are too often soft on crime, the 
Supreme Court agreed Monday to 
look at the other end of the spectrum

GAZA STRIP I Israeli warplanes and 
helicopters hit the Gaza Strip in five 
separate strikes Monday, killing at 
least nine people. 

The air strikes targeted the

an Israeli army spokeswoman. 

Militant groups Hamas and 
Islamic Jihad threatened revenge 
for the Israeli strikes, but Israel’s 
premier pledged more raids, further 
clouding Mideast peace efforts.

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I Iraq’s hit-and- 
run resistance struck U.S. forces 
in this tense city west of Baghdad 
for a second day Monday, killing one 
American paratrooper and wound- 
ing six others, the U.S. command 
reported.

Country tests missile 
as Bush pushes new 
seeurity proposal 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I President 
Bush pushed North Korea’s nuclear 
threat to the forefront of a 21-nation 
summit Monday and the communist 
country shoved back with an atten- 
tion-grabbing missile test. 

It was North Korea’s first missile 
test-firing since April and called 
attention to Bush’s fledgling pro- 
posal to defuse tensions by offer- 
ing Pyongyang a five -nation secu- 
rity guarantee if it would scrap its 
nuclear weapons program. 

The United States pressed 
the attendees at the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation summit to 
take note of Bush’s initiative, which 
would commit the United States, 
China, Japan, Russia and South 
Korea to a no -invasion pledge. 

U.S. officials viewed North 
Korea’s missile firing as a provoc- 
ative attempt to get attention, but 
said it only served to isolate the 
already reclusive regime. Bush met 
with South Korean President Roh 
Moo-hyun and they issued a joint 
statement urging North Korea “to 
refrain from any action which would 
exacerbate the situation.” 

The summit ends Tuesday with 
the leaders expected to pledge to 
intensify antiterrorism efforts, (ap)

Bolivia’s New President Conciliatory 


LA PAZ, BOLIVIA I Bolivia’s new presi- 
dent urged the nation’s Indians to be 
patient Monday, pledging to fulfill 
many of their demands if they give 
him time to address the problems 
facing the country after weeks of 
fierce demonstrations. 

President Carlos Mesa addressed 
tens of thousands of Indians in a 
La Paz plaza after they marched

“Please give me time, give me 
space,” Mesa said, wearing a gray 
suit that stood out in a sea of color- 
ful ponchos and traditional wool- 
en caps.

French Tobacco Vendors 
‘Mourn’ as Taxes Are Hiked

PARIS I France’s war on smoking 
faced its first major battle Monday 
as the government raised cigarette 
taxes and tobacco vendors nation- 
wide closed shops and refused to 
sell the higher-priced smokes. 

Black flags hung from shuttered 
tobacco shops, with 90 percent of 
the country’s 34,000 vendors join- 
ing the “day of mourning” for what 
they declared a dying trade. 

The average price for a pack 
jumped from $4.60 to $5.40. The 
increase, the second since January, 
comes as the government pursues 
the most aggressive anti- smoking 


campaign in French history. A third 
increase planned for early 2004 will 
push the price of a pack to about 
$6.30 — roughly 50 percent more 
than a year earlier. 

The taxes will make France 
one of the most expensive places 
in Europe to smoke. Britain has the 
priciest cigarettes in the EU, where 
an average pack is $7.80. (a p)

Blair Back at Work After

Guerrilla Commander Killed 

Colombian troops have killed a 
guerrilla commander accused of 
kidnapping three U.S. military 
contractors and carrying out a 
string of assassinations and bomb- 
ings in the country, the army said 
Monday.

The foreign ministers of Germany, 
France and Britain agreed Monday 
to meet Iran’s president to discuss 
the country’s nuclear program.

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U.S. Deficit Soars to $374B 


Despite reeord-high 
number, White House 
sees positive signs 

WASHINGTON |The federal deficit 
soared to $374.2 billion in 2003, 
the White House said Monday, a 
record total that more than dou- 
bled last year’s red ink and looked 
like a prelude to even gloomier 
numbers. 

Because the shortfall marked an 
improvement from a $455 billion 
projection the White House made in 
July, administration officials cited 
it as evidence that their attempts 


to fortify the weak economy were 
working. 

White House budget direc- 
tor Joshua Bolten conceded that 
worse fiscal numbers were on the 
horizon, estimating the gap for the 
new year “will likely exceed $500 
billion even with the strengthen- 
ing economy.” Bolten said spend- 
ing restraint and policies aimed at 
bolstering the economy can wrench 
the budget onto a course to halve 
deficits by 2009. 


Democrats mocked the admin- 
istration’s sunny interpretation and 
tried to focus attention on the num- 
bers for the budget year just ended. 
Some Democrats have accused the 
White House of purposely padding 
its deficit forecast last July to lay the 
groundwork for casting the final 
budget as good news. 

Republicans have blamed the 
deficits on the recession and on 
the costs of opposing terrorism.

Meditate It Awav 


H E A L I N G I It’s been more than three 
decades since Dr. Herbert Benson 
of Harvard University and his 
colleagues found that meditation 
induces a calming state that is the 
opposite of the heart-pounding 
“fight or flight” reaction to stress. 

Since then, meditation has 
moved from the ashram to the 
living room. While meditation 
— from guided imagery to mind- 
fulness exercises — is widely used 
in health care, researchers now 
are looking beyond meditation’s 
stress-relieving virtues. 

A recent, much-publicized study 
suggested that meditation boosted 
immunity to influenza, for instance. 
Other studies are examining how 
various forms of meditation might 
help treat or prevent a number of 
illnesses. These include heart dis- 
ease, binge eating and abdominal 
pain. Other projects are evaluating 


meditation as a way to improve the 
quality of life for patients with can- 
cer and HIV. 

Doctors who encourage patients 
to meditate acknowledge that it’s 
trickier than prescribing drugs. 
Dr. Stephen Sinatra, a Manchester, 
Conn., cardiologist, said he’s not that 
fussy about what kind of medita- 
tion his patients take up, as long as 
it suits them. For example, if they’re 
Catholic, he’ll ask if they are adverse 
to prayer. If not, he asks them to 
repeat the Hail Mary. 

It’s too early to make any claims 
about physical healing. The research 
under way isn’t simply about proving 
how healthful meditation is. Some 
techniques will fail. And there is 
the danger, as with any self-care 
practice, that patients may blame 
themselves for not meditating well 
enough if their disease gets worse.

In either case you’ll need to own the 
game you want to bet on, and the 
services only work on Internet- con- 
nected personal computers. 

With YouPlayGames, based off 
the coast of Venezuela on the island 
of Curacao, gamers agree to wager 
a predetermined amount, from five 
cents on up. Players win money each 
time they kill an enemy and lose 
cash each time they die. Additional 
money can be won by ranking high 
on the company’s leader boards. 

Before starting a game from the 
Menlo Park, Calif -based Ultimate 
Arena, the players in a match agree 


upon an entry fee, from $1 to $20. 
If five players wager $5 apiece, 
for example, the winner gets $25, 
minus a 15 percent fee that goes to 
Ultimate Arena. 

Ultimate Arena is legal in 
every state except Arizona, 
Iowa, Louisiana and Vermont. 
YouPlayGames, however, is con- 
sidered fee-based online gam- 
ing, making it illegal in Arizona, 
Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Iowa, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Nevada, Tennessee and Vermont. 


To thwart cheaters. Ultimate 
Arena has a user-feedback system 
much like eBay’s buyer and sell- 
er ratings. And during games on 
either system, anti- cheat software 
prevents players from winning with 
cheats that let them see through 
walls or have perfect aim. 

Ultimate Arena claims to have 
had 20,000 active players in the 
past month; YouPlayGames, which 
opened in April, had 18,000 sub- 
scribers join in its first four months.

Napster: 

FILE SHARING I Anyone who thinks 
music should be free will be dis- 
appointed with the reincarnated 
Napster, which has emerged as a 
legal, pay-to-play music store. 

Napster 2.0, available to the 
public Oct. 29, will compete with 
Apple’s popular iTunes Music 
Store, which has been available to 
Macintosh users since April and will 
soon be available to the Windows 
crowds. The basic service provided 
by all online music stores — selling 
difficult-to- steal songs for 99 cents 
— is more or less the same. 

Napster, which works only on 
Windows computers, will launch 
with half a million songs — more 
than its rivals. As with other legal 
services, songs purchased on

Napster are more reliably higher 
quality than those downloaded from 
a peer-to-peer network. 

The software limits what can be 
done with each file. Each purchased 
song can be shared on only three 
computers, but can be burned to 
a CD. The tunes also can be trans- 
ferred to a portable music player an 
unlimited number of times. 

But there just isn’t the range of 
music available that there was on 
the old Napster or on today’s free 
(and illicit) file -swapping servic- 
es. Looking for Madonna? There 
are two tracks available. The 
Beatles? All the hits from John, 
Paul, George and Ringo are avail- 
able — but performed on panpipes.

‘Frasier’ has gone 
from smug and soft 
to sharp and witty 

TELEVISION I On “Frasier” last 
Tuesday, Frasier and Niles Crane 
accidentally discovered that their 
dad, Martin, had hidden Viagra in 
the fridge inside a box of Velveeta, 
having assumed that was the last 
place his Camembert boys would 
ever look. 

That scene was especially apt; 
it seems that lately someone has 
slipped a little perker-upper into 
the writers’ cheese. 

In case you haven’t checked 

— and given its declining viewer- 
ship, that’s a distinct possibility — 
“Frasier” has risen. It’s really funny 
again, and that’s pretty miraculous 
considering the slow decline the 
show had been in since Daphne 
(Jane Leeves) left her fiance at the 
altar and ran off in an RV with Niles 
(David Hyde Pierce). 

It opened its 11th season with a 
delicious pair of episodes that nim- 
bly resolved last season’s cliffhanger 

— the walkout of Roz Doyle (Peri 
Gilpin), over Frasier’s improbable 
attraction to the barracuda-like 
Julia Wilcox (Felicity Huffman). 

In one, Patrick Stewart guest- 
starred as a renowned gay opera 
director courting Frasier. Apart 
from the sharp, perfectly in- char- 


acter dialogue (Frasier castigates 
himself with, “Damn my fatal 
allure”), the episode was brilliant 
for its wink at every viewer who has 
ever thought the brothers Crane are 
the queerest- eyed straight guys in 
the Western world. 

“We made a decision to stir up 
everybody’s lives a little bit more 
dramatically than has been done 
in the past,” said co- executive pro- 
ducer Christopher Lloyd. 


Lloyd was a key member of the 
series’s creative team from the 
start. He and another mainstay, 
Joe Keenan, left three years ago 
to develop projects of their own. 
Lloyd said he and Keenan were 
approached early last summer 
about returning for the final sea- 
son as CO -executive producers. 

Lloyd declined the savior’s man- 
tle. “It’s hard to keep a show fresh. I 
think we made some good choices 


this year. And I think we’ve gone 
back to a style of storytelling that 
worked for us.” 

With things going so well at the 
moment, might “Frasier” get that 
12th season after all? 

“It’s very unlikely,” Lloyd said. 
“How much of why we feel like we’re 
firing on all cylinders this year is 
because we’ve all said this is the 
last year, let’s go out with a bang?”

MUSIC I “Would you walk a righ- 
teous path without the promise 
of heaven, paradise, streets paved 
in gold?” singer-bassist Meshell 
Ndegeocello asks in “Fellowship,” 
a plea (or demand, really) for under- 
standing across religious lines.

Accused sniper John Allen 
Muhammad has decided to represent 
himself at his capital murder trial in 
Virginia Beach. Criminal defense 
lawyer STEVEN BENJAMIN was online 
Monday discussing the trial. 


Do you think the decision to allow 
Muhammad to defend himself will 
make it more difficult for the jury 
to convict him if he displays abnor- 
mal behavior? 

No. His behavior may even make 
it easier for the jury to convict. 

Can Muhammad’s defense team 
step in during the trial to question 
witnesses during cross examina- 
tions, particularly witnesses who 
will give testimony on forensics 
evidence? 

No. Where a defendant repre- 
sents himself, the attorneys cannot 
participate. They are there only to 
give advice. 

As you point out, this could be 
devastating to Muhammad, par- 
ticularly with respect to challeng- 
ing forensics. 

Can the prosecution request that 
the judge deny Muhammad the 
right to question the other suspect, 
Lee Boyd Malvo, or request that 
a substitute counsel do the ques- 
tioning? 

No. He has the right to ques- 
tion each witness called by the 
prosecution. 

Is it possible that he could be 
declared incompetent later on in 
trial, particularly if he makes huge 
mistakes? Could he request to have 
his counsel reinstated? 

Yes, if it becomes apparent that 
he is incompetent, the judge may 
recess, request evaluation and 
reconsider. The further this goes, 
however, the greater the risk of a 
mistrial if it becomes an issue. 

How do you feel personally about 
Muhammad representing himself? 

This is all about control. I think 
he is going to prove the prosecution’s 
case. This is a huge mistake.
